SIGHTS AND SCENES ALONG THE C.F. RAILWAY. 


Mrs. Richard Farrell, of Madoc township, 
| contributes the following letter, descriptive 
of a trip she took, « few weeks ago, over the 
_ Canadian Pacific Railway to the Northwest 
| Territory. After describing some of the 
| principal places on the line from Carleton 
| Place to the north shore of Lake Superior, 
she says :—~ 
From North Bay to. Heron Bay, on Lake 
Superior, the line traverses a comparatively 
wild region, lakes and rocky ridges alternate. 
The scenery is striking, in some places very 
interesting. Sturgeon Falls is a thriving 
village with saw mills arid cherches, From 
Sudbury a branch line leads off to ma 
Mills on Lake Huron, and thence to Sault 
Ste Marie, »t the outlet of Lake Superior. 
From Heron Bay for 60 miles the line is

| derful scenery should be missed by the 
traveller, especially the great sweep around 
Jack Fish Bay. Three miles beyond Nipigon 
the railroad turns around the base of Red 
Rock, a high bright red cliff, and avoiding 
the heads of Black Bay and Thunder Bay, 
takes a straight course for Port Arthur, and 
onthe higher elevation delightful views of 
Thunder Bay are to be had. Port Arthur, a 
town on the west shore of Thunder Bay, and 
Fort William, 4 miles distant, a goodly num- 
ber of the passengers took the steamer on our 
home trip. There is grand scenery aronnd 
here. rolsely led an army from Fort 
William to Fort Garry, now Winni in 
1870, using the more or less connected rivers 
and lakes much of the way: Two of his 
boats may be seen just beyond the ststion, 
Beyond Rat Portage the country is broken, 
and the ‘railway passes through numerous 
rocky uplifts. The scenery is of the wildest 
description. The Lake of the woods is very 
beautiful, it is dotted with islands and is 
famous for its scenery. On to Red River, 
the country flattens out and gradually assumes 
the appearance of the prairie. At East 
Selkirk the line turns southward, following 
Red River towards Winnipeg, and at St. 
Boniface the mver is crossed by a long iron 
bridge and Winnipeg is reached, 1,428 from 
Montreal. It is situated at the junction of 
the Red and Assinaboine Rivers, beth of 
which are navigable, The city is handsomely 
built, as far as we could see, of brick and 
stone. Jt hasa street railway and electric 
lights. The train yard is very large, | was 
told that it contained more than 20 miles of 
siding. After we left Winnipeg the country 
is apparently as level as a billiard table, and 
almost unoceupied. They say it is due to 
theffact that itis mostly held by speculators. 
Flour mills and grain elevators between | 
Portage La Prairie and Brandon stations 
succeed one another at intervals of five to 
eight miles. Brandon ia said to be the 
largest market in Manitoba. It haa 
five grain elevators, and around here looks 
more like farming country than any we came 
to yet. Here we saw the first Indians. 
They came around the station and looked very 
attractive tous. It is unbroken prairie as 
we still speed on over those wild regions 
Night comes on and we lost some fine sights, 
the celebrated Bell farm and Regina. We 
reached Moose Jaw at 5.50 in the morning. 
At Denmore I had the pleasure of meeting 
one ofthe Madoo boys, Mr. John Ruport. 
He wasin full uniform, and looked the 
picture of health and happiness. At Dunmore 
the S. Coal Ry. off westerly to 
Lethbridge, the chief coal supply for the 
country east and beyond Winnipeg. Leth. | 
bridge is an important town near the centre 
of the McLeod ranching district From Dun- 
more the railway drops into the valley of the 
South Saskatchewan. At Medicine Hat 
night is again on the scene. and as we arrived | 
at Calgarry at 1.20 in the morning, May Ist, |

It is about 
three and one-half miles long and from 
a milo to a mile and a quarter in width, 
and in some places it is 100 feet in 
depth. It holds more water than any 
° reservoir, natural or artificial, in 
the United States. The Jake has been 
quadrupled in size by artificial means 
and was held in check by adam from 
700 to 1,000 feet wide. It is 90 feet in 
thickness at the base and the height is 
110 feet.

| $81n.—The revision of the voters’ liste ander 


the Dominion Franchise Acts is now bei 
with. The new lists will be 

upon lists of 1886 and thie year’s assessment 

rolls. 

It would be well for all parties interested 
to read carefully the sections of Revised Stat. 
utes, Canada, 1887, chapter 5 as to 
cation, and also the interpretation clauses in 
section two. ; 

It is possible that there are a number o 

rsons who may be entitled to cee 
Get whose names do not appear, ei on the 
original list or upon the assessment roll for 
1889, such as income, farmer's sons, land 
owner's sons, sons of tenants who hold under 
a five year’s lease occupants &c., and who will 
be qualified to become voters either before 
the 3let of July next or before the day here- 
after to be fixed for the final revision of the 
list for the polling division in which they 
may respectively reside. 

All parties whoeé names do not so appear 
on the rolls may become entitled to be regia- 
tered by furnishing the revisors with a sat- 


isfactory declaration, under the statute, claim. | 


ing theright to be registered, and setting 
forth their respective and proper qualifica- 
tions and such statutory declarations, will 
be accepted without any formal application 


accom it. 

It wil be fas better for all deelarations to 
be made by the applicant persenally, except 
as by father or mother for son, Landlord for 
tenant, Owner for occupant, Employer or 
financial agent for employee, ov, where the 
name is already on the assessment roll for an 
amount not sufficient to qualify. In case the 
declaration should be made by another per- 
son, the facts set forth must be personal know- 
ledge or the grounds or reasons of such know- 
ledge must be fully satisfactorily set forth or 
the declaration may be rejected. 

In all cases, however, where iecable, it 
will be safer to furnish perso sex declara- 
tions. Such declarations may be taken by a 
Commissioner, Justice of the Pinte, Mayor, a 
Reeve, Deputy Reeve, or any Alderman or 
Municipal Councillor, who are constituted 
Juatice of the Peace for the parpose of the 
Electoral Franchise Acts. 

In correcting the-lists as before stated, the 
qualifications as appear by the assessment 
is the guide for the Revisor: he cannot go 
outside of it without proof, such asa declara. 
tion, etc. But lands are not always csseased 
at their ‘-actua)] value,"’ anda declaration as 
to value, if sufficient to qualify, will be ac- 
cepted, and may be made either by the appli- 
cant or some other person that knows the 
land, and has a knowledge of the value of the 
land in that neighborhood ; but if made by 
such other petson, reasons of knowledge 
muat be given. 

On the Ist day of August next, the lists 
will be placed in the hands of the Queen's 
Printer at Ottawa 

Electors must bear in mind that up to this 
date, provided they possess the qualification, 
they are entitled togoon by a declaration, 
but after thia day they must file a notice of 
— two days before the day fixed for 
the final revision and personally attend and 
give evidence at the court.

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HOW DEAF MUTES LIVE. 


Their Mabits, Aims and Fatare. 


In order to fully reslizs and appreciate 
the progress and prospecta of deaf mutes, 
itis necessary to take a glance backward, 
In all ages and in all countries there have 
existed a certain proportion of deaf and 
dumb persons; yet, only a century and a 
quarter has elapsed since any effort was 
made to educate them. It is true there 
were a few spasmodic attempts and isolated 
instances of guceess, bat not until 
the close of the sightetnth century did the 
work assume a character that demonstrated, 
not the bility or the probability, but 
he unqualified certainty of suvcess, and an 
widespread recognition of ita importance, 
Prior to the time when Christ spoke the 
word *‘Ephphatha,” wehavebut two authen- 
tic instances in whichdeaf mutes were treated 
with any degree of toleration, viz.: a son of 
Orcema, of — and Quintus Pedina, 
a relative of the Emperor Augustus. The 
thousands who lived and died before the ad- 
vent of the Christian era were subjects of 
oppression and cruelty, were denied civil 
and religious privileges, and at a certain 
period were ee regarded as objects 
oat divine wrath, as auch, fitted. for 
slavery or death. Scholars and philosophers 
alike agreed that it was im ble to edu 
cate the deaf anddamb. In this country 
the education of deaf mutes was begun 
seventy-one years with a olass of four 
pupils in Hartford, Conn, At present there 
are sixty-nine schools and institutions for 
their education in the United States, with 
an aggregate attendance of over 58,000. 
There are, besides, fully 30,000 deaf mutes 
scattered throughout the union, who are 
either graduates of the different institu- 
tions or are too young to attend, 
They have literary societies in most of 
the olties of the United States, where the 
deaf mutes mount the rostrum and hold 
forth in silent oratery and debate. Solu- 
tions of vital questions of the day are usual- 
ly easayed, and the more intelligent, through 
ee medium of ag mgs Seong a 

guage of signs, keep vanced 
posted on the topics of the day, Jevelop and 
improve their tative abilities, and 
generate ideas that otherwise were destined 
to lie dormant in the brain. Besides these 
societies, there are annual or bienni- 
al state conventions, which take up and 
discuss matters affecting the welfare of deaf 
mutes, That the effect of these conventions 
is salutary and far reaching is acknowledg- 
ed by those conversant with matters relat- 
ing to the education and well being 
of the deaf anddumb. ‘There are to be 
found deaf mutes in nearly every profession

a steep hill side and shows to its best advant- 
age from the Cathedral door, but the graves 
at one’s feet im the Cathedral yard are far more 
interesting.

of Silence, The Tower of Silence, I may ex- 
plain, taken the place oferemation or burial 
amongst the followers of Zoroaster in India. 
It is a leading tenet of their religion that the 
earth must pot be polluted in any way, so 
they dispose of their dead by placing them 
ona platform within this tower, exposed 
naked te the hot sun and the rain and dews 
of heaven. But of the easily perishable part 
of our mortal frame rain and sunshine have 
little left to work upon for clouds of valtures

The bones are thrown im « heap in the centre
